Improvements in or relating to Dispensing Means

^a ^eat oiay be granted to me, and the 
method by winch it is to be performed, to be 
particularly described in and by the fotfowin* 
statement: — 

Tie invention relates to dispensing means 
and as more particularly concerned with 
deuces for tkspensmg diskfectHnt powders. 

■It is an object of the invention, to provide 
an improved- device for dispensing disinfect- 
ant powcter, which device is adapted *o be 
attached as a unit to a> support memlber. 

The invention provides a device for dis- 
p easing cfcsintfeciant powder dn smafl quantities 
comprising- a container formed in two parts 
and containing disinfectant powder and having 
* Ptaakiy of powder ddspensadon apeutnres 
in tne wall of one part, the container being 
otherwise closed, and also having means pro- 
v4ded on the otfcer of said two paras to 
attaching the container as a unit to the under- 
side of -ft movable support member with the 
fcspensation apertures Erected downwardly, 
the attachment means -being such .mat when 
the container is attached' to the support sur- 
face the attachment means extend between the 
upper £ace of the container and die lower face 
of the support surface and whereby suitable 
nmvements of the support member automatic- 
aliy effect dispensation of the powder. 

Preferably the attachment means comprise 
a suction cap, and the suction cap may be 
secured .to the container by the insertion of an 
enlarged head on the back of the cap through 
an aperture in the top of the container. The 
attachment means may alternatively com- 
prise a» layer of adhesive. 

The said one part may be secured to the 
said other part by screw-thread means or by 
a bayonet type connection, or the two parts 
may be arranged to mterfir partly one within 
rhe other and be secured together by means 
of the fractional engagement between the 
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interfiling portions of the paro, or the two

In the form of device shown in Figure 1, 
the device is generally indicated at 11. The 
device comprises a cup-dike, cylindricai upper 
member 12 secured to the refuse bin lid 13 70

simtiariy shaped lower member 15. The upper 
waU of the member 12 is of sufficient rigidity 
to retam <me head of the cap 14 in position.

The lower mem- 
ber 15 is provided with * pliira&y of per- 
forations 16 fin this example, seven) in its 
base 17 througj which the powder 18, con- 
tamed within the chamber 19 formed by the 
cup^te members 12, 15, j* dispensed. 

'It will be understood chat the device Id may 
be filled with powder by removing the refuse 
but fid 13 and inverting it, and then remov- 
ing the lower member 15 (which is now upper- 
most) of the device 11 and' filing the upper 
member 12 with dasMectant powder. The 
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lower member 15 is then replaced and the 
iid returned to its normal position on the 
refuse bin. 

Itwfll be appreciated that ifae act of replac- 
ing *he M onto the refuse bin will automatic- 
ally cause a small quantity of the cKsmfecrant 
powder to be shaken out from the device 
through the perforations^ into the refuse 
bin. 

In the form of the device shown in Figure 
2, the device is generally indicated at 21. In 
this fonm the upper member 22 is also cup- 
nice in shape and is provided with an internal 
thread' 23 adjacent its open end. The lower 
member 24 is part cylmdrica* and part 
sphencaL The cylindrical part 25 is provided 
with an external thread to mate with the in- 
tegral thread 23 on the upper member, and the 
splenica! part 26 is provided with a plurality 
of perforations 27 through which the -po wder 
is dispensed. A centrally disposed area 28 on 
th£ exterior side of tie centre of the upper 
member 22 is coated with a layer of adhesive 
to enable the device to be attached to the 
ouidersurface of the lid of a garbage or other 
refuse 'bin.

It will be appreciated that the manner in 
winch tills form of the device is filled and 
used is precisely the same as that described 
in connection with the form of the device 
shown in Figure 1. 

The form of the device shown in the Figure 
3 is -similar to that shown in Figure 2. The 
open, ends of die upper and lower members 
y±> 32 are of equal internal and external 
radius and are arranged to abut an co-axial 
alignment with each other. A length of 
adhesive tape 33, is wound rountf the mem- 
bers in such a way as .to cover the line of 
abutment and to adhere to both members, so 
as to cause the two members 31, 32 to be 
retained in their abutting, co-axial relation- 
ship. The device is provided with an adhesive 
layer (not shown) simSfarto tout described in 
connexion y vi - iii Fig. 2. 

' Tne invention. is not restricted to the con- 
structional details of the foregoing examples. 
For instance, the upper member may be pro- 
vided /with an internally extending flange at 
fi^e end and. the lower member may be 
in the. form of a disn-stiaped lid which" is 
secured- to the upper member in the manner 
of a. lever Jid. The upper and lower mem- 
bers may be provided with radially, extend- 
ing external flanges and the two members may 
^secured, together hy means .of a series of 
bolts. The dispensation apertures of the device 
may be provided by by the. apertures in a 
wire mesh sieve .or like perforated sheet 
material e.g. muslin or gauze. The invention 
is not restricted to use with household refuse 
bins, and may foe used with any type of 
garbage bin e.g. a kitchen blnette.
